2. Applicant's amendment dated 06/20/2005, responding to the 03/31/2005 
Office action for Claims 1-1 1 for 35U.S.C. S 101 rejection. The examiner has 
reviewed the amended claim 1 . The amendment serves the purpose of better 
convey the teaching.

Examiner's Statement of Reasonfs) for Allowance 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record: CCsh, teaches verifying shell script and perfomi semantic 
errors that violate the semantics of the language in which the code is written. CCsh 
does not verify about semantic guidelines that indicate rules that are not imposed by 
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the language of the code. Therefore, none of the CCsh features, taken alone or In 
combination, teaches the limitations of a method of verifying shell scripts comprising 
the computer-implemented steps of: a. storing semantic guidelines that indicate 
rules, distinct from any rules imposed by the programming language in which the 
shell scripts are written, about what the scripts should or should not contain, wherein 
the rule indicated in the semantic guidelines include one or more rules which, if not 
followed In the shell script, do not result In error s when the shell script is executed; 
b. prior to executing a shell script, performing one or more syntactic verification 
checks on said shell scripts; and c. perfomriing one or more semantic verification 
checks on the said shell script, wherein the semantic verification checks verify 
conformance to the rules indicated in said semantic guidelines, in such a manner as 
recited In each of the independent claims 1 , and 20.
